CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION-ELEVENTH DAY. 


SENATE. 


S ac r a m en to, January 13, 1831. 
The Senate met at 10 o'clock a. m., pursuant to 
adjournment, President Mansfield presiding. 
Roll call. Quorum present. 
Minutes of last meeting read and approved. 
The confirmation of the appointment of John A. 
Stanly as Trustee of the Deaf and Dumb and Blind 
Asylum was postponed on motion of Mr. C h e n e y tilt 
next Monday afternoon, immediately after the call­ 
ing of the roll. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported S. B. 17 
as correctly engrossed. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Mr. Enos—To provide compensation for assess­ 
ing, collecting and paying the public revenue into 
the State Treasury. Finance. 
By Mr. B a k e r—Fixing the jurisdiction and pro­ 
viding compensation for Justices of the Peace in 
cities and towns. Judiciary. 
By Mr. Sears—To amend Section 18"»7 of the Po­ 
litical Code. Finauce. 
By Mr. Neumans— To amend Section 385 of the Po­ 
litical Code, concerning the salary of the private 
secretary of the Governor, and to add a new section 
thereto, relative to the salary of the Clerk of the 
Board of Examiners. Judiciary. 
By Mr. Conger—For the regulation of hotels, lodg­ 
ing houses and sleeping apartments for sanitary pur- 
postifl and for the enforcement of the same in an in­ 
corporated city and county. Chinese Immigration. 
Also, to jay the claim of James, sal try for services 
rendered as porter to the Senate of the Twenty- 
second Session. Judiciary. 
Also, to pay the claim of Hiram Clark, for services 
rendered as port :r to the Senate of the Twenty- 
sec mil Session. Judiciary 
Also, to amend Section 2756 of the Civil (.'ode and 
to add a new section to the same code to be knowm 
aa 2757, concerning fire insurance. Corporations. 
By Mr. Langford—To amend Art cle 12 of the 
Constitution of the State of California. Corpora­ 
tion1. 
By Mr. IlmELL- To amend an Act in relation to 
foreign c orporations, approved April 1, 1872. Ju­ 
diciary. 
By Mr. Nelson—To amend Sections 2430, 2435, 
2437, 24*8, 2464, 2466, 2467 and 2468 of the Political 
Code, in relation to pilotage and pilot regulation. 
Commerce and Navigation. 
A report of the Committee on Contingent Ex­ 
penses and Mileage, giving the Minute Clerk au­ 
thority to employ an assistant, and providing for 
the employment of additional porttrs, was adopted. 
A concurrent resolution, introduced by Mr. More 
la n d, directing California’s Representatives and 
Senators in Congress to do all in their power to pro­ 
cure an appropriat on of $50,000 for the improve­ 
ment of I*, talurna creek, was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Federal Relations. 
Mr. N eu m a n n offered a concurrent resolution, 
transferring the charge of the mineralogical speci­ 
mens in-the State Library to the Mining Bureau. 
Mines and Mining. 
Mr. C h a s e introduced a concurrent resolution call­ 
ing on the Representatives of California in Congress 
to do their utmost to secure the coinage of silver into 
legal tender coins on the same terms that gold is 
now coined, and the issuance of treasury notes pay­ 
able for all customs dues. Placed on tile. 
By Mr. E no s—To amend Sectioi s 1401 and 1402 of 
the Civil Code, relating to the disposition of commu­ 
nity property on the death of either husband or 
wife. Judiciary. 
By Mr. H ill—To ame id an Act to amend Section 
1880 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to wit­ 
nesses. Judiciary. 
By Mr. Langford To prevent injury to agricul­ 
tural lands in this State by tailings and debris from 
Hydraulic placer mines. Irrigation and Miniug 
Debris. 
Mr. E nos introduced a concurrent resolution rela­ 
tive to obtaining money still due the State under 
the provisions of an Act passed by Congress in 1861, 
to the effect that any State which aided to suppress 
the then existing rebellion be reimbursed by the 
General Government for a certain proportion of the 
expenses incurred. Federal Relations. 
By Mr. Dickinson—To pay the claim of W. C. 
Guirly. Claims. 
By Mr. E nos—To add certain new sections to the 
Civil Code of the State of California, to be known 
and numbered as Sections 633, 634, 635, 636, 637 and 
638, division l6t of title 15, relating to gas corpora­ 
tions. Corporations. 
A mes-age was here received from the Governor 
relative to the non-confirmation of the appointment 
of N. Greehe Curtis as a member of the Board of 
Regents of the State University, and giving reasons 
why the appointment should i e confirmed. 
Mr. Sears—1 move that the communication lie 
with the postponement of the confirmation of other 
appointments until next Monday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. Adopted. 
The following bills wrere read for a second time 
and disposed cf as follows : 
S. B 68, to repeal an Act entitled an Act to au­ 
thorize the State Beard of Examiners to invest the 
moneys derived from State school lands in the 
bonds of the several counties of the State, approved 
February 2, 1872. Recommitted. 
S. B. 69, to amend Sections 680 ami Cel of an Act 
entitled an Act to establish a Political Code, ap­ 
proved March 12, 1872, relating to the investment of 
the proceeds of the sale of State school lands and 
other moneys. Recommitted. 
S. B. 70, to amend Section 667 of the Penal Code, 
concerning the punishment of a second offense after 
conviction of petit larceuy, or an attempt to commit 
a State Prison offense. Passed on file. 
S. B. 73, to repeal Section 913 of the Penal Code. 
Foot of file. 
S. B. 79, to amend Section 1249 of the renal Code, 
in rela ion to appeals in criminal cases. Ordered 
engrossed. 
S. B. 87. to enforce the provisions of Section 3 of 
Article XII. of the Constitution. Ordered en­ 
grossed. 
S. B. 88, to amend Section 2217 of the Political 
Code, rel sting to the committal of insane persons. 
Ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 76, to provide for the appointment of a Dep­ 
uty Supreme Court reporter, and to regulate his 
compensation. Ordered engrossed. 
Resolution relative to employing clerks to com­ 
pile information in the A'djutant-General’s office. 
Laid upon the table. 
S. 13. !H>, to amend Sections 312 and 315 of the 
Civil Code, relating to corporations. Ordered en­ 
grossed. 
S. B. 36, to amend title 11 of part 4 of the Civil 
Code, and each and every section thereof, and to 
substitute a new title 11, of part 4, to take the place 
thereof in said Code, relating to mining eorjiora- 
tiors. 
Mr. George offered the following amendment: 
“ Amend line 50 by striking out all of the line after 
the wo ds 4 have in,’ and all of line 51 to the word 
4 and.’ ” 
Senators S e a r s and T r a y lo r opposed the amend­ 
ment. 
Mr. J o h n so n opposed the bill because it interfered 
with the Felton Act, which he thought good simply 
for the reason that every mining company in the 
State was opposed to it. He hoped that Senator 
Conger wou d devote his attention to it, as last ses­ 
sion he had derived much valuable information 
from him, and they had voted together on several 
mining bills. 
Mr. N eu m a n n moved to re-refer the bill to the 
Committee on Corporations. He thought it was a 
gt>od bill us it was—about as good as a scorpion with 
the stings left out. Everything had been embodied 
in the present bid th it was in the Felton Act, ex­ 
cept that if a swindling mining manipulator chose 
not to obi y its provisions nothing could he done 
with him. The bill in his opinion was anything but 
perfect. Section 5S4, in which, among other tilings, 
it was provided that the superintendent of a mine 
should furnish a sworn account every week to the 
secretary, he thought unjust, as it put the former to 
a hardship to which he should not be subj cted. 
The bill was not a perfect substitute for the Felton 
Act which it rej>ealed. 
Mr. Sears challenged the gentleman to find a 
word in the Felton bill that was not embraced in 
that.Mr. Neumann I think it is an important bill, and 
that it is time something should be done with refer­ 
ence to stock deals. I move, therefor»', that it he 
re referred to the committee. I should like to be 
heard b< fore the committee upon it. 
Mr. Conger favored Neumann s motion, and 
thought that the bill in its present condition was 
obviously imperfect. 
Mr sears explained that the bill simply repealed 
the Felton Act, of which it was almost a repetition, 
and sought to place it in the Code, so as to have ail 
the mining laws together. 
Mr. Wendell hoped that the bill would be indefi­ 
nitely postj>oned. Whenever that bill was passed 
the Felton Act would be rcpea ed, whether or not it 
was so amended as to be radically different from the 
law it was intended to replace. It would simply be 
throwing the subject before the Legislature again, 
and if the Senators were satisfied with the Felton 
bill as it stood, it should be left to stand. 
Mr. IIittkll favored the passage of the bill in its 
present form. 
Mr. R yan moved to refer the bill ta the Commit­ 
tee on Mines and Mining. 
Mr. Traylor opposed the motion fora re-reference 
and favored the motion to indefinitely postpone. He 
was oppveed to the report of the committee, but had 
not deemed it necessary to submit a minority report. 
He understood that the puroort of the bill was sim­ 
ply to remove certain Acts from the statutes and 
incorporate them in the codes. If the ¡legislature 
had no other business than that, he, for one, did 
not understand its importance. He had not come 
there to increase the expenses of the State for that 
purpose. In con tlusion, i he speaker renew ed the mo­ 
tion that the bill be indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. George claimed that there w ere some objec­ 
tionable features in the Felton bill, which he came 
to the Senate with the determination of having 
eradicated. He had some aniendm-nts which he 
thought ought to be embodied hi the bill. 
Mr. Rtan s motion to recommit to the Committee 
On Mines aud Mining was carried. 
S. B. 93, regulating the selling or buying of stock 
on margin, to be delivered at a future day. 
Mr. Dickinbon moved to recommit to the author. 
The bill provided no penalty for a violation of its 
provisions. 
Mr. J ohnson was in favor of the bill, an»l thought 
it could be carried into iffect in its present shape. 
If it could not be be thought it should be amended 
immediately- The principle of the bill was a good 
one, aud had b<en approved by the Senate last a a 
sion. It prohibited the buying and selling of etocka 
on margin. The object of committees wes to amend 
bills if there were any faults, or inaccuracies of ex­ 
pression. in cenchition be < fffred an amendment 
to Section 1 of the bil1, prescribing a |>cnalty for its 
Violation, which was tdupted. 
Mr. pears opposed the bill. 
Mr. E n o s made an earn st argument in its favor, 
ca ling attention to lbe constitutional necessity of 
such a measure. 
Mr. D ick inson argue 1 that there was nothing in 
the Constitution which madeatock gambling a penal 
offense. He was opposed to the bilí and would vote 
against i . 
Pending further debate the Senate took the usual 
recess. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Senate reassembled at half-i»ast 1, President 
pro tern. Johnston in the chair. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported S. C. R. 
7 and S. Bs. 37, 39, 54, 53, 61 and 63 as c irrectiy en­ 
grossed. 
A resolution, offered by Mr. Zuck and amended by 
Mr. Johnson, directing the Slate Printer to print 


360 additional copies of S. Bs. 1, 2, 8 and 119, was 
adopted. 
The Hospital Committee was granted leave of ab­ 
sence for six day.-», and empowered to visit in its of­ 
ficial capacity the insane and orphan asvluius of the 
State. 
A message was here received from the Governor 
embodying his news on the debris question. 
On motion of Mr. D a v is, the usual number of 
copies was ordered printed and the reading laid 
over.Leave of absence was granted to the Committee 
on State Prisons until Monday 
A motion made by Mr. Enos to adjourn was lost. 
Mr. Taylor was granted leave of absence till Mon­ 
day.The Senate proceeded to the third reading of the 
following hills, which were disposed of as recorded 
below: 
S. B. 18, to repeal Section 1370 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, concerning a married woman as admin­ 
istratrix, by Mr. Nye, was passed by a vote of 29 
to l.S. B. 31, to provide for the removal of civil officers 
for a violation of official civil duties, by Mr. Enos, 
was passed unanimously.

SENATOR 
M ILLER 'S 
SPEECH. 


A t liia reception the other night, Senator- 
elect Miller made a little speech, 
lie be­ 
gan by adm itting that he was “ in a sense ” 
a “ stalwart Republican,” but he construed 
his stalwartness as signifying regard for 
the Republican party. 
Iu the coruse of 
his remarks he observed, “ Wherever I 
“ can see a good tobe done, I will attempt 
“ to do it. 
W herever I see an evil I will 
“ attem pt to extirpate it, aud wherever I 
“ see a wrong I will attem pt to redress it. 
“ I believe that the best Government—the 
“ Government that the people want—is the 
“ most honest Government. 
I believe in 
“ such a policy as will insure a wise aud 
“ sagacious economy and a perfectly honest 
“ administration of the Government in all 
“ its departments. 
That is the sort of 
“ Government the people want at tlr's time 
“ in the U nited .States.” 
Of course it is 
not to he expected that the words a man 
utters on the impulse of the moment, in 
the m idst of congratulations and rejoic­ 
ings, shall represent very accurately his 
deepest and m ost serious thoughts. 
If, 
however, anything can be inferred from 
General M iller's remarks above quoted, it 
certainly is that he believes in Civil Service 
reform. 
H is reference to the kind of Gov­ 
ernment the people want seems, farther, to 
have 
been 
made with 
a 
special eye 
to 
this, 
for 
there 
can 
be 
no doubt 
that the popular sentim ent is becoming 
inore p -enounced upon that policy every 
day. 
And it is very certain that an 
economical, sagacious and honest adminis­ 
tration can be secured in 110 other way. 
The spoils system cannot secure it. 
All 
expc-rit nce shows that. 
And for this rea­ 
son it is perhaps a little to be regretted 
that General Miller should have applied 
the term “ stalwart ” to himself, for in the 
common acceptation that term is held to 
signify 
a class of politicians who are 
vehem ently opposed to any kind of polit­ 
ical reform, aud who eliug to all the most 
vicious and mischievous methods of the 
spoils system with a tenacity worthy of a 
better cause. 
General M iller does not, 
according to his own statement, really be­ 
long to this class at all. 
On the contrary, 
his determination to eradicate evils and 
redress wrongs wherever he finds them 
must load him into the camp of those re­ 
formers who have satisfied them selves by­ 
research and comparison that the principal 
evils to be eradicated and wrongs to be re­ 
dressed lie in the direction we have indi­ 
cated. 
W e hope that General Miller may 
prove a worthy addition to that gallant 
and patriotic band. 


THE QUE31I0N OF MUTILATED CURRENCY, 


\ W e had occasion some time ago to point 
out the necessity of a dcad-lettcr office for 
this coast, and it is now necessary to show 
the General Government that there are 
other matters in regard to which our great 
distance from W ashington operates to our 
injury. 
A t the present time there íb a 
great quantity of mutilated currency in 
circulation on this coast, and the difficulty 
of getting it redeemed and exchanged for 
new notes is causing very much trouble 
and embarrassment. 
The banks w ill not 
take it, the postmasters cannot take it, and 
the only way to get it redeemed is to send 
it to W ashington, which operation involves 
a delay of some twenty-five days. 
A ll this 
difficulty w ould be avoided if the redemp­ 
tion of mutilated currency at San Francisco 
was authorized, and the present condition 
of things Shows that this ought to be dour. 
It is not necessary or 
desirable 
that 
the redemption of this currency should 
have to be made at W ashington or New 
York. 
There is business enough done in 
California to justify the establishment of a 
branch office here for such matters. 
It is 
a question of convenience to the people of 
the whole coast in fact, for of course an 
office at San Francisco would aerve the 
entire Pacific slope. 
The reasons for the 
change we propose are in almost all rc- 
spsota identical with those which were held 
sound enough to warrant the creation of a 
Dead Letter office here, and therefore we 
entertain a hope that the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent will give orders for the redemption 
of m utilated currency at the Sub-Treasury 
in San Francisco. 


THE DEBRIS 
MESSAGE. 


W e print this morning the Governor’s 
:ecisl message to the Legislature on the 
ebri8 question. 
The length of the docu- 
ent and the late hour at which we re­ 
lived it preclude the possibility of accom- 


m y in g it with comment in this issuo, but 
is evidently a very carefully and ear- 
satly written state paper, and one which 
¡serves patient and thoughtful perusal, 
ereafter we shall examine it inore par- 


jularly. 


The report of the State Prison Commis­ 
sioners shows that under the new adminis­ 
tration earnest endeavors have been made 
to introduce better methods of management 
to that institution. 
A great deal h is been 
done during the past year in building and 
improving the grounds at San Quentin, 
and W arden Ames has shown a determ ina­ 
tion to try the effects of a more humane 
treatment of the piisoners than had previ­ 
ously obtained. 
W ork of various kinds 
has been furnished for a far larger percent­ 
age of convicts than ever befoie, and so far 
as was possible under the existing laws 
the economic and industrial condition of the 
prison has been decidedly raised. 
The 
fact remains, however, that there is no 
possibility of classification at the State 
Prison, aud that consequently the most 
well-m eant efforts of its managers must be 
ineffective. 
The State, through the Con 
stitutional Convention, absolutely refused 
to take an intelligent view of this impor­ 
tant question. 
A ll the constitutional pro­ 
visions which have to do with the subject 
arc confined to weak concession to a foolish 
and utterly m istaken prejudice against 
contract labor. 
The only idea of the Con­ 
vention seemed to Le that the labor of con­ 


victs should be prevented from entering into 
competition with that of free men. 
No 
thought was given to the obligations of 
the State in regard to its criminals. 
No 
attem pt was made to provide for penal re­ 
form. 
It was evidently thought sutfieitnt 
to adopt some bungling scheme for making 
the prison self-supporting, and whether the 
convicts emerged better or worse was con­ 
sidered of no consequtnce. 
A question of 
far-reaching importance was iu fact never 
more flippantly and ignorantly handled 
than by the Sandlot Constitutional Con­ 
vention, and the result is that permanent 
reform has been rendered impossible w ith­ 
out amending the Constitution. 
It is 
pointed out in the report that the prison at 
San Quentin is greatly overcrowded, not­ 
withstanding the deportation of tw o hun­ 
dred convicts to the Folsom Branch Prison. 
A large number of the prisoners have to be 
herded together in several large cells or 
rooms. 
Here they are shut up from 4 r. 
M. to 4 A. M., and here they are at 
liberty 
to 
indulge 
their 
inclinations 
without 
restraint. 
The 
inevitable ef­ 
fect 
of 
this 
herding 
is 
that 
these 
large cells are iu effect colleges of crime, in 
which the inexperienced prisoners gradu­ 
ate, learning all that the habitual criminals 


can teach them, and becoming so saturated 
w ith evil associations a3 to be incorrigible 
after a short time. 
Nothing will remedy 
this evil but a radical chaDge iu the lodg­ 
ing of the convicts. 
The very fir3t step 
towards reform must consist iu classifica­ 
tion, 
The habitual criminals, almost all of 
whom must be regarded as irreclaimable, 
should be kept by themselves. The imma­ 
ture criminals, and those who have not 
been bred among 
lawless associations, 
should be separated out. 
It is quite use­ 
less to talk of prison reform until this is 
done, and until it is done the public must 
understand that one of the most important 
uses of our State prisons will be to make 
confirmed and hopeless criminals of those 
who might under intelligent treatment 
have been reclaimed. 


The Commissioners evidently do not be­ 
lieve in the task imposed upon them by the 
Constitution, of 
converting 
the 
State 
Prison into a State Manufactory. 
They 
refer despondently to the statistics of sim ­ 
ilar expeiim ents all over the world, and 
point to the monotonous record of failures 
S3 a hint to the public to be prepared for 
whatever may result. 
They have, how­ 
ever, proceeded in good faith with their 
duty, and have r.iadc preparations for go­ 
ing into the business of manufacturing 
jute bags. 
They find it necessary to state 
that this undertaking will involve heavy 
expenditures, and that it is, in fact, a very 
singular new departure. For, as they say, 
it means that “ the State must become a 
“ manufacturer ; must superintend the me- 
“ chanieal operations of the shops ; invest 
“ its own capital ; purchase its own ma- 
“ terial with which to carry on different 
“ branches of business, aud dispose of 
.“ the 
manufactured goods, a3 w ell as 
“ suffer all the losses in machinery, stock, 
“ aud bad debts, and the expenses and 
“ perplexities incident to the buying, man­ 
u fa c tu r in g and selling of goods.” 
The 
Board submits that it is not its province to 
question or discuss “ the wisdom of the 
“ system thus 
inaugurated by a large 
“ majority of the people of the State, in 
“ the adoption of the new organic A ct.” 
But for all this the Board feels, and shows 
its feeling, that the wisdom referred to 
would properly be represented by a minus 
sign, and of this there can he no doubt 
save with those whose understanding is too 
limited to give their opinions any value. 
In truth a more fatuous piece of work 
was never done than that which forced 
the 
State 
into 
tha 
manufacturing 
business on its own account, and more­ 
over handcuffed it from the start by 
compelling 
it to make the experiment 
with convict labor. 
No such essay has 
ever yet ended in anything but failure, 
and that is all we have to expect in the 
present instance. 
W e shall, 
however, 
have a sufficiently heavy bill to pay for 
oar experience, and perhaps when every 
wrong course has in turn been tried, as 
is nsual in these days of “ progress” and 
“ enlightenm ent,” it may become possible 
to try the right course. 
There is no dan­ 
ger or embarrassment apprehended by the 
Board which this journal did not predict 
before the new Constitution was adopted, 
but the people of California evidently pre­ 
fer to gain all their knowledge by practical 
experience, no matter at what cost, either 
to themselves or others. 


HOITT'3 EDUCATIONAL AMENDMENT. 


Assemblyman H oitt, of San Francisco, 
proposes a constitutional amendment re­ 
moving the present provision against using 
any part of 
the school fund for High 
Schools. 
This is one of the questions con­ 
cerning which a great deal may be said on 
both sides. 
W hether High Schools are 
necessary or not must depend not alone 
upon what special purpose they 
serve, 
but upon their relations to the other 
schools. 
It has commonly been argue! by 
those who oppose them, that the majority 
of the children stop short of the High 
School grade, and that a popular scheme 
of 
education 
ought 
to 
furnieh what 
will meet the wanta 
of the majority. 
Tiiis 
argument 
halts, 
howsver, 
for it 
is 
based 
on the 
assumption 
that 
it 
is 
possible 
to 
shorten 
or 
lengthen 
a 
course 
of 
education 
without 
any 
reference to the capacity of those who are to 
be taught. 
Thus it has been urged that 
it would be better to raise the grade of the 
Grammar School than to maintain High 
Schools, but the real question is whether a 
sufficient education iiu be packed into 
l,he shorter period, and whether the at­ 
tempt to crowd more subjects into that 
shorter period will net result in over­ 
tasking the pupils, and so do ng more 
harm than good. 
W e are satisfied that 


paucity of subjects is not now the main de­ 
fect of the schools. Ou the contrary, we be­ 
lieve that even at present far too much is 
attem pted. 
If therefore we are to proceed 
in the same direction, it m ust be regarded 
as very doubtful whether we shall not 
more than lose in actual results what we 
appear to gain in time. Of course the view 
taken of 
all such 
questions 
will de­ 
pend 
primarily 
upon 
the 
theory held 
of 
the 
kind 
of 
education 
it 
is 
the duty of the State to impart. 
If it is 
believed that the State ought to teach no 
more than reading, writing and arithmetic, 
then there can be no reason for maintain­ 
ing H igh Schools. 
Of late, also, it has 
been questioned very seriously whether 
the 
public school 
system , 
taking 
it 
altogether, is not a failure and a delusion. 
There are so many different standpoints 
that it is difficult to deal with the subject, 
in fact. 
The one fact which stands out 
clearly is the obligation of the State to 
prove that the education upon which it in­ 
sists 
is a 
beneficent and 
a sufficing 
education. 
The State steps forward and 
says that all parents must send their 
children to the public schools between the 
ages of eight and fourteen. 
In doing that 
the State makes an unwarrantable as­ 
sumption. 
It assumes that the public 
schools are precisely fitted to make good 
men and women of the children who attend 
them. 
If that is not true ; if, on the con­ 
trary, some of the public school influences 
are injurious aud not salutary ; the State 
has perpetrated an act of the most flagrant 
tyranny and the most suicidal folly if! 
making education, such as it .furnishes, 
compulsory. 
It appears to us, therefore, 
that before this question of the H igh 
Schools, or of any other schools, can he 
intelligently answered, it must be neces­ 
sary to ascertain exactly what the public 
schools are now doing for the people, aud 
to w hat extent they meet, or fail to meet, 
the demands made upon them. 
For if a 
system is good it may be well worth while 
to expand and elaborate and perfect i t : 
while if it is fundamentally had it is very 
clear that the less we have of it the better 
off we shall be.

THE D-BBIS QUESTION. 


SPECIAL MESSAGE BY THE GOVERNOR 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


The following special message from the 
Governor was yesterday sent to the Senate : 


To the Senate and Assembly of the State of Cali­ 
fornia : In my annual message to your honorable 
bodies I stated my intention to tre at the subject of 
Drainage ia a special communication. The magni­ 
tude of the interests at stake, and the complexity of 
tiie considerations involved render it impossible to 
deal curtly with the topic. When, a3 here, the 
very existence of one of the mo3t fertile portions of 
the State is imperiled ; when a destruction of prop­ 
erty aggregating iJhmeuso amounts is threatened ; 
when it is mude apparent that a failure to legislate 
effectively must entail the complete abolition of the 
State’s most important waterways, thus retarding 
prog* ess and settlement over wide areas through the 
consequent increase of transportation charges; when 
also there is involved the fate of an extensive produc­ 
tive interest, which adds yearly between $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000 to the capital of the community; it 
has seemed to me that it would be a reproach on my 
administra ion did I not to the best of my ability ex­ 
press my opinion of the gravity and urgen y of the 
situation, and give my reisons for believing it the 
duty of your honorable bodies to take the whole 
question ui.der earnest deliberation. 
The Act to promote Drainage, which was passed 
by your predecessor in office, received my signature 
in April, 1880. As the reasons which induced mo to 
sign that measure have all been fortified and con- 
finned by subsequent investigation, and as those 
reasons embrace the foundation of the whole ques­ 
tion, I propose to state them here. 
Under the law of March, 1873, organizing the 
office of State Engineer, provision was made for ex­ 
amining the condition of the rivers in connection 
with the deposits of mining debris in their channels, 
aud also the effect of these deposits of d e b ris upon 
the valley lands during floods. An appropriation of 
$100,000 was nude to ca* ry this law into effect, and 
the result was the accumulation of a mass of very 
important information, from which, as embodied in 
the reports already laid before you, and from the 
subsequent investigations made under the Drainage 
Act, the principal facts I am about to state are de­ 
rived. 
It is already known to your honorable bodies that 
considerable injury has been done to farming landa 
by the debris from the hydraulic mines. 
It is also 
known to you that some steps have been taken to 
remedy the evils in operation. My purpose here 
will be to treat this subject as fully as th.* available 
data permit, and to co aider, (I) the nature and 
extent of the injury done and threatened ; (2) the 
value of the property directly and indirectly men­ 
aced ; (3) the results to the State of the threatened 
destruction of its principal waterways; (4) the im­ 
portance of the hydraulic mining interest, directly 
and indirectly; (■») the practicability of a remedy, 
its conditions and its implications ; (0) the futility 
of merely stopping Hydraulic m ining; (7) the rela­ 
tions and obligations of the State to the question ; 
(8) the necessity of some sustained engineering 
treatment of the rivers, under any circumstances. 
These divisions of the subject I shall treat as con­ 
cisely a3 possible in their turn. 
Of the nature and extent of the injuries inflicted 
you have already been informed somewhat fully by 
the reports of the State and consulting engineers. 
The damage done by hydraulic mining consists in 
(1) direct destruction of agricultural and other lands; 
(2) indirect damage to such land ; (3), direct injury 
to the rivers and streams ; (4), indirect damage to 
the rivers and streams. The most serious direct 
damage to property has thus far occurred ou the 
American, Bear and Yuba rivers. The nature of 
the damage is a practical burial of large areas under 
the mining detritu*, or “ slickens” and sand. The 
property so buried is, in fact, so completely de­ 
prived of agricultural value that in the opinion of 
competent judges it can under the most favorable 
c'rcuinstances be lit for nothing but raising swamp 
timber for from fifteen to thirty years. As to the 
< xtent of the damage done in this way already, tl e 
State Engineer has reported the great injury of 
43,516 acres of farming lands, ratnl ata present prob­ 
able valuation of $2,723,300 for the land alone. He 
further informs me that since making the above re­ 
port (in January, 1880,) he has become sail. :ied 
that he underestimated the amount of this los**, and 
he now believes that the damage or destruction 
which may be classed a3 direct m the loss of agri­ 
cultural property may with safety be estimated as 
follows :

The indirect damage to property is most apparent 
along the main stream s; the Feather river, and the 
upper and lower Sacramento river. For the most 
part the difference between direct a id indirect dam­ 
age to property i* more in the degree «»f hann in­ 
flicted than in itA character. This, h o w e v e r, is not 
i .variably the case. The injuries resulting from 
hydraulic mining are, in truth, so extensive that it 
requires both a comprehensive and careful survey 
to embrace them all. The settlers along the lower 
Sacramento have, for example, expended millions of 
d dlars during the past fifteen years in attempting 
to reclaim swamp and overflowed 1 and s. The failure 
which h is followed these courageous and spirited ef­ 
forts must be a acribad to the constant operation of 
thos 3 natural forces which the processes of hydrauMc 
mining put in motion, and which from year t<* year 
have been counteracting and nullifying the most de­ 
termined attempts at reclamation. As the State 
s ild the swamp lands on the condition that they 
should be reclaimed, it must be difficult to show that 
it is not under any obligation to remove obstacles 
which render the fulfillment of the conditions thus 
imposed bv it, impracticable. 
The indirect injuries which may be traced without 
any doubt or difficulty to hydraulic mining are 
however very extensive. 
In all these cases tha 
future can be predicted from the past. On the one 
hand are lands already covered with the flood of 
sand and debris. 
On the other hand are lands 
threatened with this flood. 
And the flood is con­ 
tinually advancing. 
The low lands of the whole 
Sacramento Valley are in fact threatened with un­ 
avoidable destruction. That ia to say that an area 
inclosing from twelve to fourteen hundred square 
miles of fertile territory is indirectly damaged, and 
is menaced with ultimate destruction. 
Nor is this the whole of the situation, for the in­ 
jury done to the Sacramento Valley extends, by a 
reflex action, to the low lands of the San Joaquin, 
and to the lands about the upper bays by a direct 
movement. It may therefore be said without exagger­ 
ation that the indirect dimage actually embraces an 
area extending from Oroville and Chico to Benicia on 
the Straits of Curquinez. 
So far I have only considered the Injury done by 
the actual an i prospective destruction >f the fertility 
of arable lands. It is however impossible to confine 
the consideration of tnis branch of tha subject to 
that channel. 
It is necessary to bear in mind that 
the destruction of the navigability of the Sacra­ 
mento river is involved. This would deprive the 
whole of Northern California of competition in 
transportation. The wheat crop alone of that re­ 
gion may be estimated at 500,000 tons. 
11 mav also 
be fairly calculated that the removal of competition 
would result in a rise of freight rates to the extent 
of $2 per ton. Thus then an additional tax of 
$1,000,000 a year on the movement of the harvest 
alone is involved in tliis question, as concerns North­ 
ern California. An illustrative instance of the in­ 
fluence of river improvements on freight rates is to 
be found in the effect produced by deepening the 
channel at the mouth of the Mississippi. The com­ 
petition offered by that river after the opening of 
its mouth reduced the aggregate freight charges on 
the first year’s products of th j Mississippi valley 
fifty millions of dollars. 
4 have endeavored to ascertain, by reference to 
the assessment rolls and the report of the Board of 
Equalization, as well as from other sources, the 
ainoaut of values menaced directly and indirectly 
by the effects of hydraulic min.ng. 
I have above 
stated the opinions of the State Engineer as to the 
extent of actual destruction already accomplished. 
He puts it at $6,000,000. Taking the counties of 
Colusa, Placer, Sacramento, Solano, Sutter, Yolo, 
Yuba, Butte and Tehama, and estimating the 
assessed value of the real estate other than town 
lots, and the improvements, and of the town lots 
and their improvements, and making what seems a 
sufficient deduction from the aggregate, I have ar­ 
rived at the conclusion that the property ia these 
counties threatened with partial or complete de­ 
struction cannot properly be placed at a lower esti­ 
mate than $60,000,000. 
Here then is $3,000,000 al­ 
ready destroyed, and $60,000,000 menaced with de­ 
struction. Nor ruust it be forgotten that this 
menace is not a mere possibility, but as certain £3 
the march of a glacier down a mountain pass. 
If 
remedial action 1? not taken it will ensue, beyond 
all question; and when destruction conies in the 
shape of winter floods it is very apt to reach even 
greater lengths than the most careful anticipation 
could have predicted or allowed for. 
In conffd-.ring the next question, namely the re­ 
sults to tne S.ate of the destruction of its principal 
waterways, perhaps it is unnecessary to do more than 
refer to the voluminous evidence furnished by the 
State Engineer and the consulting engineers in 
s pport of the proportion that these waterways 
are in danger cif destruction. 
The testimony of 
these scientific nun is to the effect that unless sus­ 
tained and systematic treatment is applied to the 
rivers, they wi 1 shortly ceaeo to be narigtble, and 
that both the Feather and Sacrament'» rivers are 
now in a condition in which an unusual flood might j 
cause them to abandon their pretent channels, and 


spread themselves abroad through the low lands 
between Knight’s Landing or Grey’s Ecnd and Sui* 
sun Bay, ruining the country everywhere, and 
changing the very face of the State. 
Regarding this position as demonstrated, it be­ 
comes necessary to consider the effects of this change 
upon the State. It has been shown that the north­ 
ern region would be very seriously burdened by the 
removal of the means of competition which the 
rivers afford. 
It must further be realized that 
this injury would affect a present population of at 
least 150,000, of whom one-third would be directly, 
and two-thirds indirectly, concerned. 
The effect 
upon the value of land cannot be ignored, either. 
It is evident that if through any causa the co*t of 
transportation is raised $2 a ton, the products of the 
region so affected must by this change be put at an 
increased disadvantage equal to the removal of 
their lands from a nnrkct a distance represented by 
the enhanced ratio of transportation. Their lands 
arc in fact thereby pat as much further from the 
market as$2 will carry a ton of wheat, and the conse­ 
quence must be to lower the value of land exposed 
to such an impost 
It is well known that the value 
of agricultural land, given an average fertility, 
depends upon 
the 
ability of 
the 
cultivator 
to carry Ids products to market at a profit. 
Around every great market may be drawn a 
circle which, at a greater or les* distance, incloses 
the area of possible profitable production. Beyond 
that circle no natural fertlity of soil will c nnpen- 
sate for 
the 
distance from market. 
Within 
that circle all production is profitable. 
Now it is 
clear that $2 a ton might easily make the difference 
between possibility and impossibility, in trans­ 
portation, for it might represent the difference 
between profit and loss. If it operated as a hin­ 
drance to the shipment of grain, it would of course 
deprive all the land exposed to its influence of 
value for the production of cereals; aud in Cali­ 
fornia that \yOuld probably mean the deprivation 
of all value. 
I have endeavored to reach an ap­ 
proximate eati mat i of the los3 of valuc3 to be ap­ 
prehended in this direction from the destruction of 
the principal waterways, and I find that it cannot 
be fairly stated at less than $100,000,000. Large 
as this amount may seem at the first glance, 1 am 
satisfied that no one can go carefully and fully into 
the considerations involved without being con­ 
vinced that I hive sought rather to under than 
overstate the probabilities. 
It might appear that the only rational inference 
from the facts thus far given would be the desira­ 
bility of putting a stop to hydraulic mining. 
It 
therefore is proper at this point to make some ob­ 
servations on the value and importance of that in­ 
terest. Hydraulic mining ha3 been carried on in 
this State for twenty-five years. Tiie present an­ 
nual output of the hydraulic mines is estimated at 
from $12,000,000 to $14,009,000. 
It is therefore 
apparent that an estimate of $150,000,000 for the 
whole period of their working is not extravagant. 
It is equally clear that while no accurate estimate of 
their future output can be made, it is safe to assume 
that it will he larger than it has been in the past, 
since the extent of gravel-bearing claims rem aining 
uuworked is practically unlimited, and since many 
very extensive workings have either just been 
opened or are not yet opened so as to be largely 
productive. Enough 19 known to make it plain hat 
the hydraulic mines have contributed greatly to the 
prosperity of the State, and will contribute still 
more largely in the future, if suffered to proceed. 
A very considerable population is supported bv these 
mines. 1 estimate it at 30,000, and the indirect sup­ 
port is very much more extensive. The counties in 
which the principal hydraulic mines are situated 
may be said to depend almost entirely upon the 
mining industry. All values in those counties are 
therefore dependent upon the prosperity of this 
interest. What this involves may ba perceived by 
reference to the comprehensive decline of values in 
Virginia City consequent up »n the depreciation of 
the mines on the Comstock lode. 
In that case the 
mining population was thinned out, the value of 
real property fell to panic prices, and the general 
eff.ct upon the prosperity of the community was as 
disastrous as though even* man in the city had been 
directly interested in the mines. Similar results 
must always follow where the intimacy of the rela­ 
tions between the various interests is as great as in 
tha mining counties of California. The suppression 
of hydraulic mining, th refore, would in all proba­ 
bility be productive of a general collapse throughout 
this region. Not only would there ensue a positive 
and direct lo3S to the State in the cassation of aurif­ 
erous production, hut the entire industries, commer­ 
cial activities, and general civilization of the 
mining counties would be virtually destroyed, 
and 
it 
must 
be 
apprehended 
that 
the 
tax - paying 
as 
well 
as 
the 
wealth - p o- 
Uucing 
capacities of those 
counties would be 
paraly7. d. 
I have endeavored a9 rou j!i as possible 
to confine my observations to matters of fact and 
legitimate inference, but it, is apparent that a great 
ileal ru n lins to be said on the subject of equities, 
for the discussioi of which this is not the most 
proper place. 
It is nevertheless evident that the hy­ 
draulic mining interest is an important one. 
it 
may bo 
a-i rogar ia i>* nnnttal output, to repre­ 
sent a fixed capital of $100,0 0,000, and directly 
and indirectly it affords support to a conai icrablc 
population. 
Even the farmers in the valley, who 
occupy lands on the verge of the mineral area, owe 
a portion of their prosperity to these mines, which 
create a brisk deman.1 for their produce, and a de­ 
mand the los3 of which would be severely felt. 
Clearly, therefore, it must baa very serious business 
to put a stop by legislation to this great industry, 
and it scorns impossible that those who undertake to 
stu Iv the subjsct should conclude such a course to 
be necessary until it had been demonstrated that it 
was impracticable to save the rivers and the farms 
and cities wi.hout sacrificing the mines. 
Tne preliminary and the late surveys of the En 
gineering Department have been devoted to tho- 
elucidatiou of this problem. The engineers were re­ 
quired to ascertain the extent of the injury, present 
and prospective, and whether remedial measures 
were available. Their reports have shown (1), that 
the extent and gravity of the damage and menace are 
far greater than hail been commonly supposed ; (2) 
that it was possible to counteract the ill effects of 
hydrau ic mining by a systematic treatment of the 
rivers; (3) that such a systematic treatment of the 
rivers was necessary in any case, since it would he 
impossible to meet the exigencies of the situation 
by merely stopping hydraulic mining. 
It docs not 
come within my province to deal with the hydrostatic 
laws and principles by which the engineers explain 
the condition of the rivers. 
It is sufficient to state 
that the most formidable danger to the low lands is 
due to the deposit in the mountain streams and 
'tributaries of enormous quantities of heavy sand, 
which is being washed down lower ever}* year. Thu 
deposit of this sand must continue until the entire 
Sacramento valley is covered and destroyed, even 
though hydraulic mining should be stopped at once, 
unless remedial measures are adopted. In fact, it 
may be asserted that the stoppage of hydraulic min­ 
ing in tiie present stage of the debris evil would pro­ 
duce no alleviation whatever. There is a mass of 
mining debris now collected in the canyons of t>»e 
mountains sufficient to cover the Sacrament a valle} 
completely, a couple of feet deep, and this ir.atf r 
will continue4o be washed down even* winter until 
the beds of the river are entirely choked, and until 
the destruction iufiicted upon the valley agricultural 
lands has become past relief or reparation. 
It is however practicable, in the opinion of the 
State and Consulting Engineers, to deal with the 
situation, and in so doing to at once save the rivers 
and the ornes. Whether it is true statesmanship 
to accept this proposition seems to depend up >u 
consideration of the relative coat of reclamation 
and valu^of the property to be reclaimed. 
In othe** 
words, it requires to be ascertained w*hether the 
State can b tter aff ird to sustain the cost of recla­ 
mation than to bear the losses resulting from the 
destructio of property which must follow cither (1) 
the stoppage of hydraulic mining, or (2) the aban­ 
donment of the rivers and agricultural lands and 
valley towns to the flow of the advancing wave of 
debris. 


I have endeavored to give you some adequate idea 
of the values represented on both sides. It bas been 
shown that if the flow of debris ia unchecked, to a 
positive loss of $6,000,000 in land must succeed a 
further loas of $09,000,000 in real property; that to 
this must be added at least $100,000,000 for destruc­ 
tion of waterways, and ful.y $1,000,000 a year in 
freights. On the other hand it has been shown that 
the hydraulic minea represent a fixed capital of 
$100,000,000, that they support a laige population, 
that they constitute the backbone of the commerce 
and industry of the mining counties, and that their 
suspens.on would necessarily involve the decline of 
ail values throughout those c -unties, and the cer­ 
tain decay of that region of the State. It would 
appear from these considerations that the burden 
placed upon the Sta'e would have to be very heavy 
to outweigh the obvious desirability of avoiding the 
losses with which the commonwealth is threatened 
whether hydraulic mining is or is not euspeuded. 
The surreys - f the engineers resulted in ascertain­ 
ing the practicability of remedial measures, but at 
the same time showed that the subject was too ex 
tensive to be dealt with locally. 
It was particularly 
insisted ou by the engineers that sustained and sys­ 
tematic treatment of the rivers must be undertaken, 
or that it would be useless to attempt anything. 
While, therefore, they held out the encouraging 
consideration that by such a systematic tre«tm. nt 
the condition of the rivers might be made even be‘- 
ter than it had ever been, they contended that noth­ 
ing less comprehensive than the methods they pro- 
poeed would be adequate. 
It is important to ob­ 
serve that Captain James B. Enu.it>, the distinguished 
engiueer of the Mississippi mouths, who was for­ 
tunately secured by me for consultation, and whose 
report has been placed in yocr hauds, was especially 
emphatic on this head. In the report referred to he 
says: “ It is very certain that unless a proper plan 


“ of improvement be adopted, there will be still 
‘‘ greater inundations, and more extensive areas of 
“ valuable land will be covered with this detritus. 
“ Navigation must likewise become more diffi*ult; 
“ and in time that of Suisun Bay and the Bay of 
San Francisco will be imperiled. No improvc- 
“ ment is worth considering which will not result iu 
“ permanent relief, aud no improvement can afford 
“ such relief unless it be consistent with certain 
“ well known natural laws controlling the action of 
“ all sediment-bearing rivers.” He concludes hisre- 
jHirt in these significant w ords: “ If the entire 
“ system be properly executed and fully completed 
“ as proposed, I have no hesitation in asserting that 
“ the results will be mo6t gratifying and remuner- 
“ atice.” In common with his colleague1, Captain 
Eads holds the adoption of this or some other com­ 
prehensive system to be necessary. On the point of 
sustained and systematic action, in- fact, there is no 
difference of opinion among tiie scientific men who 
have ex ¿mined the subject. 
In estimating the probable results of any success­ 
ful plan of drainage, it b 2carae necessary to take 
into consideration not only the losses and dangers 
to be avoided, but the benefits to be gained, lt was 
evident that the works which scoured out the river 
channels, and enabled them to carry their flood vol 
ume without inundating the country through which 
they flowed, would reelaim all the swamp and over­ 
flowed lands along the Lower Sacramento. A rough 
estimate of the values thus to be created by the 
carrying out of such a system justifies the belief 
that at least $70,000,000 would in this way t>c added 
to the as cssment rolls. 
Against all these considerations was to be placed 
the cost of the proposed works. 
It was not possi­ 
ble to arrive at a cleir estimate of this expenditure, 
but it was believed by the Engineers* tha it could 
not exceed 810,000,000, and that it might not exceed 
$5,000,000. Taking the larger figure for comparison 
it at once appears that when measured by the mag­ 
nitude of t he interests at stake ou either side such 
an expenditure must be regarded as insignificant, 
nor can there, after making this calculation, remain 
a doubt as to the expediency of preferring remedial 
measures, framed with a view to the preservation of 
the mining interest, to that let alone p >hcy 
which it is evident would entail the must widespread 
disaster) and Injuries upon the commonwealth. 
Insignificant as the aggregate cost of the pro­ 
posed works may appear, however, when contrasted 
with the values imperiled, it is unquestionably far 
too onerous an undertaking to be borne by any sec­ 
tion or locality. 
This brings me to the Drainage 
Act, which was drawn 1 believe as a compromise 
measure, but which in its principles appears to meet 
the logical and equitable requirements of the situa­ 
tion quite closely. 
It was attempted in this bill to 
assess a benefit, assessment as justly as possible 
upon the districts to be directly aided ; the hydrau­ 
lic miners were called upon for extra .contributions, 
as seemed proper under the circumstances; and a 
single light tax of five cents on the hundred doliurs 
was made general. 
I signed that Act in the belief 
that its principles were just and sound, and 1 have 
seen no reason to change that belief since the law 
went into operation. 
The justice of a general tax for ’each a purpose 
appears to me to be thoroughly demonstrated by the 
existing relations between the State and the Federal 
Government, and by various legislative methods of 
apportioning taxation in the State economy which 
are based on the same doctrine. The principle of 
mutuality of interest between the citizens of one 
commonwealth has been adopted in its very broadest 
interpretation in the relations between the States 
and the Federal Government. 
Whenever a State 
needs some internal improvement which it cannot 
compass from its own resources, it appeals to Con­ 
gress, and the latter rarely fails to concede what 
demanded. 
San L nils Obispo, Los Angeles, Sa\ 
Diego and Alameda counties in this State are n w 
petitioners for appropriations which can only be 
justified or granted by applying tiie principle of 
community interest underlying the measure under 
consideration. 
To repudiate that principle is t»» 
deny the jus.ice 
of claims now 
bejjg urged 
berore Congress ou behalf of these improve­ 
ments. 
The theory upon which Congress pro­ 
ceeds in those cases differs in 110 d gree from that 
which is applicible here. For mutual defense, for 
mutual protection, for mutual advantage, for mutual 
convenience, the Nation helps the State. Taxation 
is general. The revenues collected from the entire 
Union, li woe ver, arc liable to be employed at any 
time upon locil improvements. 'Jhc taxp.yer who 
resides iu the heart of Illinois or Minnesota is made 
to contribute to the erection of lighthouses upon the 
coast of Maine, 
or tha construction of break­ 
waters and harbors, protection and improvements, 
on the coast of California. It is necessary that 
this exchange of aid should be made, l ut there can 
be no reason why what i.*> recognized *.* indispensa­ 
ble between the different States and ths Feicral 
Government should be rejected as inapplicable 
when the people of a singie State arc concerned. 
This principle is acted upon in our school law, as 
has been too frequently demonstrated to need 
further illustration. 
It is in fact a principle alto- 
trether necessary to th»» progresa auit prospeiitv of 
States, and without which all advances toward a 
higher condition of civilization would be slow a d 
painful. Of cours * the fact that the State under­ 
takes a work of this kind in no way interferes with 
whatever appeals may be addressed to Congress. I 
am of opinion that California has a very equitable 
claim upon the General Government for aid in tliis 
connection, an l i d » not believe that Congress will 
hesitate to rccognizj it 
Such Governmental aid 
should at once be sought and earnestly insisted 
upon. The Gen ral Government sold the mineral 
lands to the miners and tiie agricultural lands to 
the farmers, and received due compensation there­ 
for. It sol 1 the mineral lands with a full knowledge 
of the fact that the beds of the streams were indis­ 
pensable channels for the tailings create d by mining 
operations. Since the mineral lands were sold for 
the express purpose of mining, and since the prop­ 
erty so purchased cannot be profitably worked with­ 
out great injury to the valleys and rivers of ihe 
State, our people believe that in equity the Gov­ 
ernment 
owes 
a 
large 
contribution 
to 
the 
coso 
of 
remedies 
for 
the 
injury 
inflicted. 
The 
precedents for 
liberal 
appropriations to 
aid us in the solution of this problem are not want­ 
ing. The Government expended $5,000,000 in the 
improvement of the navigation of the mouth of the 
Mississippi river, aud the concession was made for 
considerations which find complete analogy and par- 
rallel here. The gold product of our mines flow into 
the channels of the woild’s commerce and the nu 
riferouS deposits of our mountains arc the treasures 
of the entire people. The preservation of the navi­ 
gability of our river system should be the charge of 
the nation, aud 110 instance can be cited w here the 
General Government has repudiated its obligation 
in this connection. The navigation of the inland 
waters of this State, and the community cf interest 
inherent in the production of precious meta s, sus­ 
tain relations to the general welfare, establishing a 
claim upon the governmental protection equal in 
equity and of greater magnitude in importance than 
the improvement of harbors upon our coast. 
In 
this view* I look hopefully for assistance from Con­ 
gress. 
The relations and obligations of the State in this 
connection must be considered very seriously. The 
principle of community of interest which underlies 
and peí vades the whole economic system of Ameri­ 
can government cannot be ignored in a case of this 
magnitude, nor should there, on the other hand, be 
any doubt in the public mind as to the justice of its 
application. To prove the interest of the State iu 
the matter, it.will probably suffice to demonstrate 
that it has much to gam by the successful cure of 
the debris evil, and much to lose by the failure of 
all attempts in that direction. The considerations 
already advanced may be supposed to look toward 
these conclusions, but it may be useful to furti-y 
them with some further arguments. Á9 regards the 
question of gain to the State, it is clear that such a 
rehabilitation of the principal ‘waterways as w ill not 
only remove all danger of furthtr disastrous inun­ 
dations from the upper Sacramento Valley, but will 
reclaim the swamp lands on the lower Sacramento, 
must add very large!} to the taxable property 
of the community, induce settlement and cul­ 
tivation, and promote the growth and prosperity, 
first, of the northern portion of the State, and sec­ 
ond, of the whole State. To what extent these ben 
efits would 
reach has been shown already in 
this message. Certainly the advantages to be antic­ 
ipated by the State are sufficiently substantial. On 
the o.her hand, should the Legislature determine to 
refuse all further aid to the engineering works pro­ 
posed, and should the debris consequently be |*er- 
mittod to flow ou without interruption, we have the 
judgment of the engineers to the effect that the 
Sacramento valley will at no distant date be ren­ 
dered uninhabitable ; that all the lowlands embraced 
within it will be destroyed ; that the rivers will 
cease to be navigable; that the cities of Marysville, 
Sacramento and Coin fa, (the latter by floods), 
together with the towns and villages between aud 
arouud them, will be overwhelmed ; and that for 
all practical purposes of produfing wealth, and 
supporting the Government, this section of the 
State will be b!otted out. 
I think it must be admitted that the relations be­ 
tween the various p u ts of the State are too intimate 
to permit of the dechue of on :* without reactionary 
effect upon the fortunes of the others. Neither 
can Iu fact afford to seek a policy of isolation. And 
it is not less true that there are here concerned ob­ 
ligations as well as relations. 
Before the Drainage 
Act w a s enacted, issue bad been joined in the Courts 
between the miners and the larmers. The latter 
sought the stopp-.ge of hydraulic processes 
Had 
they been successful in this litigation the problem 
w uld not h-vo been solved for the State, but if 
hydraulic miniug bad been stopped the mines 
would have been eliminated as a tax-paying factor, 
and whatever future expense might hare leen in­ 


curred woul i have had to be borne by the rest of 
the community. 
The 'farmers, however, have not 
relinquished • their common-law rights, and they 
must lefend themselves if the St te does not de­ 
fend them. 
The State, in unJertaking, for con­ 
siderations of community interest, to compromise 
the is¿ue between the contending parties, laid itself 
under obligation to afford to the farmers that pro­ 
tection which it had persuaded them to cease seek­ 
ing through the Courts. But the case of the farmers 
who have been directly 
injured or threatened 
by 
the 
debris 
is 
not 
the 
only 
one 
in 
point. 
1 
have 
already 
referred 
to 
the 
fact that when the State sold its swamp lands 
it made their reclamation a prime condition of pur­ 
chase. Now when a State imposes such a condition 
it binds it elf, by direct implication, to do nothing 
which can hinder or prevent the fulfillment of the 
condition by the purchaser. And it is clear that in 
the present case the State has not acted up to this 
requirement, since it has permitted the hydraulic 
miners so to treat the rivers that all plans of recla­ 
mation have proved futile. There can heno doubt 
of the resp nribili y of the hydraulic miners for 
that condition of the rivers which ha3 caused the 
capital of our swamp land cultivators to be wasted. 
Korean there bo any more question ns to the concern 
of the State in the general situation. 
It cannot, it 
appcprs to me, exercise the community right of 
effecting a compromise between conflicting interests, 
and then evade the concessions which are required 
for the success of that co r promise. That would be 
to recognize a principle of duty where it affected the 
relations of others to oneself, but to repudiate it 
when it affected one’s own relations to others. 
1 have said that the general principles oí the 
Drainage Act appeared to me so sound as to justify 
my approval of that measure. The manner In which 
the boundaries of Drainage District No. 1 have been 
aligned by* the Commissioners having been the sub­ 
ject of some criticism and apparent misunderstand­ 
ing, it muy be proper for me to recall the fact that 
the law provides that each district “ shall include a 
territory drained by one natural system of drain­ 
age.” To have followed this literally would have 
compelled the inclusion of the whole area which 
drains into the Sacramento valley, and which by its 
waters, certainly contributes to the damage and 
complicates the problem. To 1» ve done this, how 
ever, would have so increased the difficulties of de­ 
fining rational boundaries that these might have 
seemed the mere arbitrary caprices of the Confmfc- 
sioners, rather than the carefully ascertained limits 
of a natural district. It is possible that the '.rue 
'principle would have been t*.» tax the whole area 
alike; but the measure wib a compromise, and it 
was necessary to observe that principle. Some por-’ 
tions of the val’ey, for example, are more directly 
interested in navigation than other portions. 
For 
this reas m it was considered best to exclude the ex­ 
treme upper parts • f the valley, and for the same 
reason I-ake county, though it really drains through 
the Coast Range into the Yolo basin, was omitted. 
I come now to the question of the necessity for 
gome sustained and systematic treatm ent of the 
rivers. 
I am not prepared to exprese an opinion 
upon the remedial measures which are proposed by 
the engineers. It is for you to determine what 
course thall bo taken in regard to them, and it is for 
you to judge whether they meet the requirements 
cf the situation. But I consider it my duty to point 
out, to the best of my ability, the need which ap­ 
licara to exist—the imperative need, I may say—for 
some scientific and comprehensive mode of treat­ 
ment. The reports of the State Engineer, and 
those of the Consulting Engineers, Captain Eads 
and Colonel Meudell, contain many serious a;.d 
even startling expressions in this connection. They 
concur in declaring that there must be a we!h de­ 
vised, carefully planned, all-embracing system of 
remedial action, and that nothing less than this 
will arrest 
the 
very 
grave 
dangers 
which 
menace 
the 
State. 
They 
tell 
us, 
as 
the 
i result of 
thc r elaborate 
researches, that the 
lower river channels arc raised by the deposits of 
¡ sand in them ; that the upper river tributaries are 
given a torrential character by the ever increasing 
steepness of grad • imparted t » them in the same 
way; that consequently they bring down their flood 
watc s more swiftlv and iu greater volume than 
ever; and that the lower river channels, being 
ch- ked with sand, are less able than ever to receive 
and carry this increased volume of water. They 
tell U3 that while through these agencies the flood- 
high t is being raised every year, aud the difficulty 
of guarding against disastrous foundations corre­ 
spondingly inert i-ed, the stoppage of the hydraulic 
mines would neither remove this great evil, nor 
abate it even for the moment in an appreciate de­ 
gree. They say that the cauoi.s of El Dorado, 
Placer, Nevrda. Sierra, Yuba and Plumas counties 
arc vast reservoirs of smd, which has been depos­ 
ited in them by

rs 
affirm that if ihn heavy sand is allowed to cover ;!.e 
valley lauds theirdestruction will be absolute. They 
say, further, that even if the hydraulic tunics art* 
stopped it will continue to flow for years. And they 
aver that the damage already done and in pi ogress 
is so great that only a thoroughly organized plan of 
operations can save the val’evs from this irruption, 
and redeem them for the uses of civilization. 
If the engineers are thus p isitive as re .ards the 
reality and extent of the dangers anti injuries to be 
feared, they are however equally assured as to the 
practicability of applying remedies. They are con­ 
fident that though no complete cure for the damage 
already done can he obtaine i save through the heal­ 
ing hand of Time, it ia quite i>oswib!e to prevent the 
further extension of direct damage, and to arrest 
completely the extension of indirect damage in the 
future. The larger rivers, they hold, can be mad.* 
better tliau they ever were, by proper treatment, but 
it must be systematic aud continued. 
Whether, therefore, you acquiesce in the con­ 
clusions of the State and Consulting Engineers as 
to the merits nf the particular methods which they 
recommend, or whether you conclude that some 
other plan would be preferable, I trust it may ap­ 
pear a9 clear to you as it does t > me that the ques­ 
tion is one which the State must undertake to deni 
with promptly, resolutely, and intelligently. 
It i* 
not necessary to point out to you that the con 
elusions of the engineers rest upon actual investiga­ 
tion into the entire range of phenomena con­ 
cerned ; that they are governed by professional 
experience of what has been accomplished else­ 
where in similar directions; and that there is, all 
things considered, quite a remarkable unanimity of 
view among these scientific men in reg .rd to the 
general principles to be adopted. The^e are consid­ 
erations which will doubtless occur to you natu­ 
rally, and which will be given due weight. The 
main duty of the hour, the relief of the State fr- m 
the perils with which h is now threatened by the 
results of hydraulic mining, is my chief concern in 
addressing you. 
I can conceive no occasion for legislative action in 
which the interests of the State could be more ex­ 
press’}' involved than here. I have endeavored to 
show you that I cannot regard tiie subject as one of 
merely local concernment, nor indeed do I think 
thatacircfu l examination of it in all its bearings 
can lead any candid inquirer to a narrower conclu­ 
sion. 
You are in fact called upon in this cose to de­ 
cide the fa*e of the Sacramento valley dircc ly,

For the accomplishment of 
this tank I have called to my aid the counsels or the 
engineers, and the assistance of citizens whose study 
of the questions involved entitle their opinions and 
conclusions to consideration. I will conclude by t x- 
pressfog the hope that your honorable lx dies may so 
cpprec.'a'e the urgency and gravity of the emerger cy 
as to adopt lfgiilation which will meet tbe u*most 
requirements of the case; which will provide for the 
prosecution of such remedial works as shall restore 
the carrying capacity and navigability of onr wa*er- 
ways; doiiver the farmers of the Upper Sacramento 
from destruction by detritus, and the farmers of the 
Lawer Sacramento from destruction by floods; 
enable our rivers to carry their highest fh>od waters 
without injury or daEger to th * country and the 
cities pait which they flow ; preserve the navigability 
of our river system as highways of commerce ; re­ 
move all apprehensions concerning the Bav of Suisun 
and the harbor of San Francisco ; and ¡t the same 
time permit tho continuance of those mining opera­ 
tions which add so largely to ’.he wealth of the com­ 
munity an i «upport so consi lersb'e a percentage of 
tbe population.

T he excavation lor th e foundation of the 
H all of Records w as com m enced yesterday, 
and the w ork is to be pushed rapidly forw ard. 
T he face of th e building w ill stand in a line 
w ith the face of the Court-house, about 
tw enty feet from the front line of the lot, and 
extend back to w ithin tw o feet of the jail- 
yard wall. 
T he lot recently purchased is 40 
feet in w idth, aud th e H all of R ecords is to be 
th e sam e w id:h, h u t to prevent parties who 
own the adjoining lot on the w est from 
building up against it and sh u ttiu g out the 
light from the wind wa on th e low er floor, the 
building w ill be located fifteen feet from the 
w est line of the lot, and extend th a t distance 
upon the C ourt-house grounds. 
T his w ill 
also produce a fine effect, by having a law n 
upon each side and in front of th e building. 
T he first or basem ent floor w ill 1)3 four feet 
above the level of th e sidew alk, and w ill be 
reached on th e front by six g ran ite steps and 
a broad platform , flinked w ith granite but- 
tre.-sea. 
T he plan of th e low er floor has been re­ 
cently changed so as to bring the C ounty 
T reasurer’s office into th e building, and also 
to provide a hall for th e Board of S upervis­ 
ors. 
These room s are arranged as follows : 
T he front doors will open into, in the center, 
a hail way eight feet in w idth.

The last run of the Defiance furnace at 
Darwin, Inyo county, which last week 
shut down for a short time, yielded 4,422 
bars of base bullion. 
Counting the aver­ 
age weight 85 pounds this would amount 
to nearly 18S tons. 
The Tingman mine, in Loafers’ hollow, 
El Dorado county, bids fair to become all 
that has been predicted for it for some 
time—the 
richest 
mine in Ei Dorado 
county. 
The last clean-up, made after 
a fifteen days’ tun, returned 840 ounces of 
amalgam, which is equivalent to §10,000. 
A clean-up was recently made at the 
Gignac claim, El Dorado county. 
This 
claim was bonded November 1st by Mr. 
Durkee for sixty days, in which time pipes 
had to belaid and a flume constructed, so 
that a run of but fourteen days could be 
made. 
The amount cleaned up was some 
8000 in excess of the highest estimate. 
The business of mining and milling has 
been steadily carried on in Panamint, Inyo 
county, for some time past, to the hand­ 
some profit of chloridera and all interested. 
Many of the unpatented mines are being 
relocated. An im portant strike is reported 
in the 900-foot level of the Wyoming. 
There is talk of a custom mill in the dis­ 
trict. 


A t Cherry Creek, Nevada, the Star mine 
has about 100 men employed, and the Ex­ 
change and Teacup are increasing their 
forces. 
The Star has a 20-stamp and the 
Exchange a 10-stamp mill, and men are 
now at work on the Teacup mill, which is 
expected to bo completed by the first of 
February. 
The Sau Jose Mining Company 
have thirty men at work in Eagan Canyon, 
and are taking out some rich quartz. 
A French Gulch correspondent of the 
Redding Independent says : 
The clean-up 
at Washington mine of the 100 tons of ore 
from the Scorpion made McNevin & Co. a 
Christmas present of 324 pounds troy. 
In 
the Niagara mine, owned by Ignatz and J. 
C. Frank, they have struck by far the 
richest ore that has ever been found in 
the county. 
The ore vein is six inches 
wide, and appears to be half gold. 
John Rhodes and J. B. Treadwell have 
made arrangements with Augustus Tache, 
aud will put up a mill on his quartz ledge. 
This ledge is situated a short distance 
above Oregon City, Butte county, and as 
yet is only partially developed. 
An in­ 
cline has been run to the depth of forty 
feet, following the vein down, and a shaft 
has been sunk on it to a depth of about 
forty feet. 
The vein is about four feet 
wide, and is quite rich.
